BOARD.  The  composition  of  your  Board  and  the  extent  of  its  jurisdiction  are  the 

same  as  previous  years. 

INSPECTION.  The  usual  systematic  inspection  of  both  Foreign  and  Coastwise  Vessels  has 

been  carried  out  with  regard  to  Sickness,  Water  Supply,  Ventilation,  Sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Crews’  quarters,  and  the  presence  of  Rats.  No  cases  of 
serious  illness  were  detected,  and  no  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
during  the  year.

Section  XII. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that  three  Rats  were  found  on  one  coastwise  ship 
only.

Section  XIII. — During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  examined  96  ships  for  nuisances.  18  were 
found  to  have  minor  sanitary  defects  and  these  were  remedied  after  they  liad  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Master.
